ABOUT FILLIPINOS 


Head of State Education­ 
al Hoard Instructs 
Teachers 


The development of social and in­ 
dustrial life in America has within 
the past few years given genuine re­ 
cognition to the importance and dig­ 
nity of labor. Especially has there 
been an increased interest manifested 
in all forms of rural activity, the 
most important phase of which is ag­ 
riculture and Its attendant occupa­ 
tions. 
In order that the children of Texas 
whether living in the country, in the 
village, or in the city, may become 
more appreciative of the vast oppor­ 
tunities that will inevitably accom­ 
pany rural development, and that 
country life may be idealized in the 
minds and hearts of all the people, I 
am, in common with most southern 
state superintendents, asking that 
Wednesday, November 27, 1912, be 
set apart to be observed as Agricul­ 
ture Day in the public schools. 
In 
some states, the day is known as 
Knapp Agriculture Day, in commem­ 
oration of the distinguished services 
rendered the cause of education and 
of agriculture by Dr. S. A. Knapp. 
The Knapp memorial committee is 
endeavoring to raise $150,000 with 
which to purchase and equip a farm 
to he used by the Peabody college for 
teachers, Nashville, Tenn. 
W h e n ­ 
ever practicable, it is suggested that 
each school or county observing the 
day contribute to this useful memor­ 
ial. thereby assisting in an enter 
prise whose chief object is to bring 
the school and ti e farm into closer 
co-operation. 
Dr. Knapp was the founder of the j 
farm demonstration work which is 
now an important part of the United 
States 
department 
of agriculture. 
Under the able direction of Mr. J. L. 
Quicksail and Mr 
W» F. Proctor, 
state agents of agriculture for Texas, 
the county demonstrators are render­ 
ing invaluable assistance to the far­ 
mer's of the state, giving to them 
much valuable 
information winch 
could not he conveyed except by per­ 
sonal contact. 
It is my opinion that 
the county superintendents and the 
county demonstrators should by co­ 
operation simplify and 
strengthen 
the work and usefulness of their re 
spective offices. 
I am, therefore, 
asking that the county superintend­ 
ent and tile county demonstrator act 
together in preparing and distribut­ 
ing or publishing a suitable program. 
It is pecularly appropriate that one 
day of the year be dedicated to hon­ 
or and dignify the high calling of 
agriculiure by the public schools of 
Texas, and it is hoped that the ob­ 
servance of such a day will become 
a permanent annual custom in con­ 
nection with public education in our

Mr. Procter with his wife came 
to Wise county in 1854, 
arriving 
here the day before Christmas.

Mr. Procter took 
pre-emptions just on the outskirts of 
Decatur, southeast of the town. 
At 
the instigation of Col. Bishop, Mr. 
Procter then changed his location to 
the lt>0 acres on which tile most of 
tile town of Decatur is 
built, said 
land being afterwards donated by 
Mr. Procter to tile county for tile pur­ 
pose of having the county seat es­ 
tablished thereon. 
This was in tile 
fall of 1855. preceding the organiza­ 
tion of the county in Die summer of 
1*5'), 
Mr. and Mrs. Procter liven on 
the pre-emption three year.-., the log 
callin residence standing just south 
of the F. VY. 
D. railway station. 
Mr. 
Procter 
afterwards lived on 
Sweetwater creek, then on tile Great­ 
house farm: he then moved back to 
Decatur for a while, and in 1875 mov­ 
ed to old Bridgeport.”

Tells About 
Lives 
and 
Customs of Our Little 
Brown Brothers 


Cebu, Cebu, P. I. Oct. 6, 1912. 
To the Messenger: 
I have just read Mrs. F. A. Gen­ 
try’s letter to the Messenger from 
Havana, Cuba, and from her descrip­ 
tion Cuba must be like the Philip­ 
pines in many respects. I notice she 
speaks of the “ states.” 
This term 
seems to be almost universally used 
outside of the United States whenever 
refering to that country. 
It seems 
funny at first to hear it used, but one 
soon becomes accustomed to it. Mrs. 
Gentry spoke of Havana being such a 
beautiful plac. 
The government is 
trying to make Manila the most beau­ 
tiful city of the orient. Recently the 
finest hotel in the orient was com­ 
pleted at Manila. 
I shall try in this letter to tell you 
something of the way the Filipinos 
live. 
They are, in many respects, a 
great people 
They seem somewhat 
queer when one first sees them, but as 
he comes to know them better they do 
do not seem any more peculiar than 
Americans. 
I believe they are about 
as much civilized as the Japanese. 
The Filipinos are rapidly adopting 
American customs and methods of 
living. 
Filipino women have not yet 
adopted the American style of dress. 
Their dresses have long trains to 
them, resembling somewhat the old­ 
fashioned wedding dresses which our 
mothers and grandmothers used to 
wear. Very few of them wear Ameri­ 
can shoes, but instead, they wear san­ 
dals into winch they can slip their 
feet easily. 
The Filipino liken 
Americans dress about alik</ White 
suits are worn costing f rot Ii $3 to $5 
each. 
The houses of most Filipinos are 
made of bamboo which is split into 
strips before being used. The houses 
are covered with the leaves of the 
nipa palm, a native tree. One would 
suppose this would he a very poor 
roof, but aside faom keeping out the 
rain it is very cool. I have seen very 
few houses covered with 
shingles. 
The liner houses are covered with 
sheet iron. The houses are built very 
high off the ground. I have had oc­ 
casion to visit their houses and in 
nearly every case I have found them 
clean on the inside. The have very 
little furniture. It is interesting to 
see them eating rice. Instead of using 
chopsticks to eat their rice, as the 
Japanese and Chinese do, they eat 
with their hands. Most of their cook­ 
ing is done out in front of the house 
on a little oven. 
Filipinos are very fond of dancing 
and dances are very often held. When 
they have one of their dances, called 
a “ baile,” they are always glad to 
have an American teacher, and al­ 
ways treat him with the greatest re­ 
spect. They dance in much the same 
way as Americans and one can very 
often hear American tunes played at 
their dances. The Filpinos are great 
smokers. Almost every one of them, 
women included, smoke. Tobacco is 
grown quite extensively in the islands 
and some of the finest cigars in the 
world are made in Manila.

most important drink is tuba, which 
is the sap of the cocoanut tree dis­ 
tilled. 
They

as 
Americans, I shall say, when it comes 
to getting drunk. Another importan 
drink they have is bino, which is 
made from rice. It is said to he a bat’ 
drink.

It is no reflec­ 
tion upon him to say he is not a m o 
oessful road builder—any more than 
it woufd be to question bls ability la 
carpentry. 
To have the best supervi­ 
sion the township or road district is 
too small a unit. The mlleafe is toe 
to make it practical to have an 
experienced road builder In charge. 
Hence the present thought Is that die 
county should be 'the road district, or 
perhaps there might be two districts 
in large counties. 
The road super­ 
visor should be a capable, experienced 
engineer employed by the year, or the 
season. 
Let him get the necessary 
tools, men and teams and do the work 
when it ought to be done. When grad­ 
ing Is necessary, the earlier in the 
spring It is done the better. The sur­ 
face ought not to be disturbed after 
the first of July. 
The first and most important step 
Is road drainage. No drain, no road. 
It Is exceedingly Important to have 
one In charge who knows his business. 
As road drainage will be treated at 
length In another article, the writer 
will not elaborate upon It at this time. 
The drains can be laid at any season 
when the frost is out of the ground. 
Culverts can be built, the roads drag* 
gfid, weeds cut, etc.

I hav e just read Mrs. F. A. G en­ 
t r y ’s letter to the Messenger from 
H a v a n a , Cuba, an d from her descrip­ 
tion Cuba must be like the P h ilip ­ 
pines in many respects. I notice she 
speaks of the “ s ta te s .” 
This term 
seems to be alm ost u niversa lly used 
outside of the United S tate s whenever 
refering to th a t country. 
i t seems 
funny at first to h e a r it used, but one 
soon becomes accustomed to it. Mrs. 
Gentry spoke of H a v a n a being such a 
beautiful plac. 
The governm ent is 
try in g to make M a n ila the most b e a u ­ 
tiful city of the orient. Recently the 
finest hotel in the o rien t was co m ­ 
pleted at Manila. 
I shall try in this letter to tell you 
something of the way the F ilipinos 
live. 
They are, in many respects, a 
g rea t people 
They seem somewhat 
queer when one first sees them, but as 
he comes to know them better they do 
do not seem any more peculiar than 
Americans. 
I believe they are ab o u t 
as much civilized as the J a p a n e se. 
T h e Filipinos are ra p id ly a dopting 
Am erican custom s and methods of 
living. 
F ilip in o women have not yet 
adopted the A m eric an style of dress. 
T h eir dresses hav e lo ng train s 
to 
them, resem bling somewhat the o ld ­ 
fashioned wedding dresses which o u r 
mothers and g ra n d m o t h e rs used to 
wear. Very few of them wear A m e ri­ 
can shoes, hut instead, they wear s a n ­ 
d als into which they can slip their 
feet easily. 
The F ilip in o nve'n fthd* 
Americans dress ab o u t alif J W h i te 
suits are worn co s tin g irotfi $3 to 85 
e a c h . 
Tile houses of most F ilip in o s are 
made of b am boo which is split into 
strips before being used. 
The h ouse s 
are covered with the leaves of the 
nip a palm, a native tree. One would 
suppose this would be a very p o o r 
roof, but asid e faora keeping o ut the 
rain it is very cool. I h av e seen very 
few houses covered with 
shingles. 
T he finer houses are covered with 
sheet iron. T h e houses are built very 
high oil the gro u n d . I have had o c ­ 
casion to visit the ir houses and in 
nearly every case I h av e found them 
clean on the inside. The have very 
little furniture. 
It is interesting to 
see them eating- rice, instead of using 
chopsticks to ea t their rice, us the 
J a p a n e s e and Chinese do, they eat 
with their hands. M ost of their c o o k ­ 
ing is done out in front of the house 
on a little oven. 
Filipinos are very fond of dancin g 
an d dances are very often held. W hen 
they have one of their dances, called 
a “ baile,” they are always glad to 
have an American teacher, and a l ­ 


w a y s treat him with the g reatest re­ 
spect. They dance in much the same 
way as A m ericans and one can very 
often h ea r A m erican tunes played at 
th eir dances. The Filpin os are g r e a t 
smokers. Alm ost every one of them, 
women included, smoke. Tobacco is 
grown quite extensively in the islands 
and some of the finest cigars in the 
world are m ade in 
Manila. 
T heir 
most im portant d rin k is tuba, which 
is the sap of the c o c o a n u t tree d i s ­ 
tilled.

not expected to have. It Is no reflec­ 
tion upon him to say he is not a suo 
cessful road builder—any more than 
it wou^d bo to question his ability in 
carpentry. To have the best supervi­ 
sion the township or road district is 
too small a unit. The mileage is too 
limited to make it practical to have an 
experienced road builder in charge. 
Hence the present thought is that the 
county should be the road district, or 
perhaps there might be two districts 
in large counties. 
The road super­ 
visor should be a capable, experienced 
engineer employed by the year, or the 
season. 
Let him get the necessary 
tools, men and teams and do the work 
when it ought to be done. When grad­ 
ing Is necessary, the earlier In the 
spring it is done the better. The sur­ 
face ought not to he disturbed after 
the first of July. 
The first and most important step 
Is road drainage. No drain, no road. 
It is exceedingly Important to have 
one In charge who knows his business. 
As road drainage will he treated at 
length In another article, the writer 
will not elaborate upon it at this time. 
The drains can be laid at any season 
when the frost is out of the ground. 
Culverts can be built, the roads drag­ 
ged, weeds cut, etc.

Twelve 
Months in Year to Forge Ahead cf 
His Competitor. 


Thomas J. Balmer, dean of advertis­ 
ing men in the United States, w as the 
guest of the Deliver Ad. club at lunch­ 
eon a t tho Albany hotel the other 
day. 
H e Spokt on the “Past, Present 
and F uture of Advertising.” 
“I notice,” said Mr. Bal rn c r in his in­ 
troductory sentence, “th/it I am re­ 
ferred to as th e ‘dean of advertising 
men.’ 
I w ant to say to you now that 
there never has and never will be a 
dean of advertising men.’ 
Advertis­ 
ing is a business in which there is 
no room for a ‘dean.’ it is a profes­ 
sion in which everybody is constantly 
forging to the front. 
They are press­ 
ing forw ard so rapidly that no m an 
can rem ain in the van long enough to 
be a captain. 
‘‘Advertising is a difficult game. 
It 
has gone through more 
vicissitudes 
from its very beginning probably than 
any other profession. 
Those in it suf­ 
fer because of beliefs. 
Many mer­ 
chants are skeptical; few have confi­ 
dence in the efficiency of advertising 
and its ability to produce results. 
It 
is because men hate progress, not so 
much because of their antagonism to 
progress in itself, but because they 
have Inertia. 
The man who doesn’t 
know his subject, is not up-to-date in 
his matter, is not fit to be in the pro­ 
fession. 
He is like the surgeon who 
performs a criminal operation—he is 
a drawback to the rest of the profes­ 
sion. 
"Advertising to bring results 
mu3t 
be persistent and be followed up. Six­ 
ty per cent, of the business failures 
recorded annually are due to the fact 
that the man advertised a little and 
falling to secure results, gave it up 
just when he should have put more 
money into it. 
‘‘Statistics,” said Mr. Balmer .show 
that it is only the man who advertises

consecutive 
months 
who forges 
ahead of his competitors. 
You won’t 
find a physician allowing a patient to 
take merely one dose of a prescription. 
Why? He realizes that one dose will 
do no good. 
He insists upon the pa­ 
tient taking the whole prescription or 
none at all. 
The same principle ap­ 
plies to advertising. 
“If we look back through history we 
will find th a t every good and beautiful 
thing has at one time or another been 
(^u v ^tr the ban. Advertising is just be­ 
gin n'4frg~'*to com e into its own. 
Mer­ 
chants aVve finally accepting the doc­ 
trine th a t ’ la the most forceful 
and 
greatest m edium of distribution the 
world know s.” 
Mr. Balm er made a strong plea for 
clean advertising. He said: 
“It is the only kind of advertising 
that pays. 
It may not pay you at first 
but in the long run if you adhere to 
this principle you will win out over all 
competitors. Never accept an unclean 
ad. 
Honesty is always the best policy. 
If honesty didn’t pay people wouldn’t 
be honest. 
The unclean advertiser is 
rapidly losing ground and if he doesn’t 
take w arning now and bar fakes and 
fakers, the day is coming when Uncle 
Sam will take a hand in the m atter 
and force him to clean up.”

“Don’t talk in bunches In ‘ad.’ writ­ 
ing.

be too oratorical—keep

as 
plough addressing en individual. 
Too 
many ‘ad.’ w’riters imagine they are 
•Teddy’ Roosevelt addressing the mob. 
“There is no line of business that 
cannot be advertised if it is done along 
the right line. 
“Find the distinctive quality of your 
goods and emphasize it concretely. 
“Common sense is the requisite o! 
the successful ‘ad ’ writer. 
“A two or three inch ‘ad.’ in a dally 
newspaper twice or thrice a week is 
often better than a whole page in a 
magazine.” 


Political Advertising. 
Politicians today more fully appre­ 
ciate the value of newspaper adver­ 
tising in winning votes or creating 
public sentim ent than at any time in 
the history of the country. 
They have 
about concluded that the money that 
was formerly employed in barbecues, 
torchlight processions and numerous 
mass m eetings can be more profitably 
employed in presenting the issues of 
the campaign and the claims of the 
candidates in brief, well-constructed 
articles in the advertising columns of 
the 
daily 
new spapers—Editor 
and 
Publisher.

A retreat rather than a prison is 
the new Institution which has been’ 
raised at Evreux, qn the

Paris to Trouvllle, says a correspond­ 
ent of the London Globe.

In form, much in appearance to that 
of a large castle, and is surrounded 
by a wall over 30 feet In height. 
It Is situated on high ground over­ 
looking the town, and to say the least 
prisoners should have a very comfort­ 
able time. 
Each has his 
own 
cell 
with hammock bed washing 
utensils 
and a table for books. 
The cells are 
lighted by electricity and heated by 
radiators. 
The authorities 
have 
not 
forgo!ten the spiritual needs of theli 
botes. 
The 
consideration 
of 
the 
ministry of justice for the welfare of 
the prisoners is seen by an electric 
bell at the head of each hammock, so 
that the detained, If he be taken sud­ 
denly 111, can communicate with the 
guard.
